To’ the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In a recent interview New York 
Court of Appeals Judge Jerome 
Frank states: “The purpose of trial 
by jury is the administration of jus- 
tice, not to cut corners in the interest 
of saving of time and money.” 

One of the many ways to save time, 
of course, is to reduce the time-hon- 
ored examination of trial jurors in 
criminal cases to a nullity. Ag part 
of the same article it was noted that 
Judge Frank’s colleague on the 
bench, Judge Harold Medina, was 
alarmed because jurors (even under 
the system followed by all fair-mind- 
ed judges who defend civil liberties) 
do not understand their duties suffi- 
ciently and are not aware of basic 
principles before they are sworn. 

Obviously, this pitfall may be 
avoided by the continuation of a full 
and complete examination of the 
panel, first to determine background 
and any personal prejudices they 
might have; but also to determine 
if they have any feeling against pre-

¢ present lack of co-ordinated and re- 
er e direction and management for the 
Missouri Basin has already resulted in a 
shameful waste of the basin’s water, which 
is its most precious resource. This waste of 
water has caused and will cause an acute 
power shortage in the basin this winter. 
This shortage has been caused by the Army 
Engineers releasing more water than justi- 
fied this summer for navigation purposes. 


The association then indicated that an all-out 
effort will be made to obtain enactment of an 
MVA at the session of Congress convening next 
month, and called on Senator Francis Case of 
South Dakota to support it. 

This development shows the toughness of a 
good idea—and the troublesomeness of a bad 
one, The good idea is MVA. If it were not good 
enough to survive prolonged maltreatment it 
would long ago have been killed by neglect. It 
has been neglected by politicians in Washington 
who pay lip service to TVA but add in a mur- 
mur that it must never happen again. The MVA 
has been neglected in the Missouri Valley itself 
by those who prefer the present divided man- 
agement of basin development so that they can 
play off one part against the other. 

The bad idea is the headless management 
hodge-podge with which the construction phase 
of the development has been carried out: The 
Army Engincers and the Reclamation Bureau 
more or less sharing the saddle, and a score 
or more of other agencies clinging on as best 
they can. 

This fallacious arrangement was destined to 
run into serious trouble when the development 
program reached the operational stage, if indeed 
it did not do so beforehand. And now, as seems 
apparent from the rebirth of the MVA crusade 
in South Dakota, the inevitable has happened. 

Whether it is called an MVA, an ABC, or an 
XYZ, coherent management is demanded for a 
multi-million-dollar regional development .cover- 
ing a sixth of the United States. That it does not 
now have. The fault is Congress's. How long will 
it take Congress, and more particularly the mem- 
bers from the states directly involved, to sup- 
plant the present unbusinesslike arrangement 
with an efficient agency of management?

St. Louis's Neighbor, . Cuba 

St. Louis, like all other large cities, receives 
many visitors from abroad every year. These 
visitors come individually and in groups, ranging 
from pairs to large delegations. A delegation of 
15 men about which St. Louis deserves to know 
was here Friday—the “good will” mission to the 
United States sponsored by the American Cham- 
ber of Commerce of Cuba. 

The purpose of the visit was plain and the 
gentiemen from Havana made no effort to con- 
ceal it. They want to keep trade between the 
United States and Cuba at least as good as it is 
and since it depends largely on the sale of Cuban 
sugar in this country they are eager to see that 
there is no cutdown in the Cuban sugar “allot- 
ment” as worked out by the leaders of the sugar 
industry in the United States. 

And why should Missourians be concerned 
about trade with Cuba? Because the United 
States sells far more to Cuba than we buy from 
Cuba and because Cuba is one of the closest 
of markets for American goods. Figures pre- 
sented by Paul M. Heilman, chairman of the 
delegation and president of the American Cham- 
ber af Commerce of Cuba, at a civic luncheon 
at the Missouri Athletic Club, showed that Mis- 
souri’s share in American exports to Cuba in 
1953 was $5,609,000 or a per capita share of 
$1.42 a year for each Missourian. St. Louis's 
share was $2,379,969 for a per capita share of 
$2.77 for each resident of St. Louis 

Actually the St. Louis share is undoubtedly 
much larger since these figures, based on De- 
partment of Commerce statistics, do not reflect 
St. Louis exports that go by way of New York 
and Florida, as many local products do. St. Louis 
and Missouri have a definite stake in good rela- 
tions with Cuba and the economic health of the 
nearby island republie. After all Havana is just 
down the Mississippi and out into the Gulf of 
Mexico a few hours.

At Berlin, Pressure Not Blockade 

The East German puppet government's asser- 
tion of control over barge shipping and truck 
lines to Berlin is irritating, but it is not as yet 
necessary to .start preparations for another 
airlift. 

Bonn itself is not too disturbed by the latest 
Communist pressures. The Adenauer government 
says it does not believe another Berlin blockade 
is imminent. Its press chief has explained that 
“the expressions ‘squeeze’ and ‘blockade’ do not 
correspond with the facts,’ and that “the events 


in and around Berlin give no reason for any 
panic.” 
The British, who control important locks in 


the canal system, have agreed to let the East 
Germans handle permits in Berlin, but they 
have turned the job over to the West Germans 
in Hamburg. They regard this merely as an ad- 
ministrative arrangement. Some renewals are 
pending in East Berlin, they say, but inter-zonal 
barge traffic “as a whole is functioning nor- 
mally.” 

After Dr. Adenauer's visit to Moscow, the 
Russians called Walter Ulbricht, East German 
deputy premier, to their capital and tried te 
show that they regard the two Germanies as 
equals. They granted paper sovereignty to the 
German Communist regime and gave it control 
over access to Berlin. But Dr. Adenauer and the 
Western governments made it very clear that 
they recognize no ultimate authority in East 
Germany other than that of the Russian occupa- 
tion officials. 

In connection with their unilateral grant of 
authority to the German Reds on Sept. 20, the 
Russians themselves declared their military 
forces would remain in the Communist zone 
“under existing international agreements.” That

was a reference to the four-power occupation 
agreement, an agreement which preserves West- 
ern rights as well as those of the Russians. 

The East German puppets cannot by coercion 
obtain recognition of any unilateral grant of 
power by Moscow. In any dealings with the 
West, they are to be regarded at most as Rus- 
sian agents. They are under Russian control, 
and responsibility for any possible aggravation 
rests on the Russians.

21 Aldermen Against the People 

The Aldermen have again shown their cold- 
ness toward a new city charter. By a vote of 21 
to 5, they defeated Republican Alderman Wil- 
liam A. Stolar’s move to take the charter election 
bill away from the Legislation Committee which 
has been sitting on it for two months, thus cre- 
ating the impression that the bill is to be sab- 
otaged again. 

To their credit, Democratic Board President 
Donald Gunn, Republican Aldermen Carl Guet- 
schow and, George J. Grellner and Democrat 
William K. Gardner supported Stolar’s effort to 
bring the measure up for debate and a reason- 
ably early vote. Since the bill calls for the elec- 
tion of freeholders on March 6—with a filing 
deadline for candidates on Feb. 6—there is not 
too much time ‘left. 

Alderman Anton Niemeyer, chairman of the 
committee, asked the board to wait a week for 
a report on the group’s conclusions on charter 
reform. There is, however, more and more rea- 
son to believe-that it will recommend only a 
little patch-work here and there. And that will 
not do. 

A new charter is one of the essentials of the 
city’s progress. Mayor Tucker made it one of 
the key issues of his campaign. The voters are 
entitled at least to elect freeholders who would, 
after a year’s preparation, submit a draft to he 
adopted or rejected by popular vote. While the 
Aldermen have the legal power to expedite the 
election of freeholders, they have no moral right 
to try to block it. The decision is the people's.

Problems of Abundance 

When Senator O’Mahoney of Wyoming was 
conducting the Temporary National Economic 
Committee hearings, back in the '30s, he was 
primarily concerned with the economics of scar- 
city, The hearings he has been conducting into 
the operations of General Motors have con 
cerned themselves with just the opposite—some 
effects of the economics of abundance. 

In the '30s, the great fear was that big busi- 
ness would prefer high rates of profit on a small 
volume to small profits on a large one, and so 
contribute to under-employment of economic 
resources. But today, instead of producing too 
little, General Motors and other auto makers 
are producing at record volume. And as far as 
G.M. is concerned, its profits are still enormous 
~-23'2 per cent on its invested capital in 1954. 

Dealers whose earnings are closer to conven- 
tional levels cannot be blamed for demanding a 
larger share of the pie—though their profits in 
the lush postwar days before the return of brisk 
competition were often very tidy indeed 

As the hearings have brought out, it is the 
intense drive of the manufacturers to sell more 
and more cars that has put a competitive squeeze 
on the dealers. But what is the remedy? Planned 
scarcity on the part of the manufacturers?” 

Even if this were possible, it would go against 
the economics of abundance to which the coun- 
try is rightly committed. Well, then, should G.M. 
reduce the prices of its cars, and take smaller 
profits? That sounds like a fine idea at first, 
but what if the result were to drive out of busi- 
ness the smaller manufacturers who cannot 
match G.M.’s cost levels? Would it really help 
relieve concentration of economic power to con- 
centrate it further? 

If Senator O'Mahoney has an answer to this 
one, the country would like to hear it.

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So Costello Can’t Take the Baths 

lil fortune continues to dog Frank Costello 
who inherited the title of Prime Minister of 
Crime after Al Capone was deposed. It all began 
back in 1951 when the Senate Bane Commission 
starred him in television only to have him prove 
so reticent and nervous in answering questions 
that he created a very poor impression, 

And then Uncle Sam began checking Into his 
income taxes. The man whose career in crime 
extends from bootlegging to strong-arming to 
gambling to perfectly proper and profitable in- 
vestment in gilt-edged securities is now awaiting 
action on an appeal from a conviction for income 
tax evasion. Feeling rather poorly after his first 
major upset in an encounter with the law, Cos- 
tello decided to go to Hot Springs, Ark., and 
take the baths. 

But his bail terms restricted him to his sybari- 
tic Manhattan apartment and his Long Island 
summer home. He had a doctor notify the court 
that he was suffering from sinus trouble and 
laryngitis. For some odd reason, the court said 
its own physician would have to check on Costel- 
los health, But Costello refused to go and see 
the doctor—for some odd reason. 

So the court now has denied the application 
for travel and Costello must shiver in New York 
instead of enjoying the baths in the more moder- 
ate climate of the pretty little city lying amidst 
Ozark scenery of great beauty. Of course, if he 
does not win his appeal he will be eligible for 
deportation to his native Italy where steam 
baths may be had at even cheaper rates than 
in Hot Springs.

History According to Khrushchev 

Nikita Khrushchev’'s latest attack on the West 
contains a significant omission which his Asian 
audiences may note. The Russian Communist 
chief said in Rangoon, Burma: 


The history of the pre-war years gives suf- 
ficient evidence that the Western countries 
made one concession after another to Hit- 
ler, pushing him against the East. 

So long after Munich there is no point in de- 


nying that concessions were made to Hitler by 
the Western European powers. But Historian 
Khrushchev neatly omits reference to the Ger- 
man-Russian non-aggression pact of Aug. 24, 
1939. This was a sufficient concession to Hitler 
to permit him later to push against the West, 
and in the meantime Hitler and Stalin conceded 
one another half of Poland. 

Pre-war history is confused by the bungles of 
both Russia and the West in dealing with Hitler. 
Naturally Asia cannot expect a Russian propa- 
ganda mission to tell the whole story. But South- 
east Asians who merit temperate words and 
peaceful intentions might ask why Soviet leaders 
reach back a whole decade and a half to create 
animosity between East and West? There is hos- 
tility enough in their daily speeches.

MONTREAL. 

The Supreme Court, in one of its 
rar@ unanimous decisions, affirmed the 
federal power to legislate on matters of 
religious observance, and threw out a 
Quebec provincial statute which had 
opened the door to local control. 

The decision is an important one for 
a country as Catholic as Canada, whose 
second most powerful province—Que- 
bec—is 85 per cent peopled by persons 
who adhere to that faith. 

Ever since 1894, Quebec has had a 
statute regulating hours and terms of 
employment which are recognized as 
matters of provincial jurisdiction. 

In 1949 this statute was amended, giv- 
ing to municipalities the power to de- 
clare holidays and enforce store closing 
on six Catholic holy days of obligation 


These were specifically named in the 
amendment—the Feast of the Immacu- 
late Conception, Ascension day, All 
Saints day and so on. Two years later, 
Montreal passed a bylaw ordering store 
closing on those days. 

The historic commercial practice in 
Montreal was changed by this bylaw. 
French-Canadian and Catholic-owned de- 


partment stores had habitually closed 
on these holy days. 
English-Canadian-owned stores did 


not, and the French Catholic customers 
of the French stores flocked to buy in 
the Protestant-owned places of business. 

The Catholic store owners resented 
this and sought to abolish the competi- 
tion by forcing all stores to close. 
There also was marked pressure from 
the Catholic hierarchy to the same end. 

The bylaw was challenged in the 
courts. A group of English Protestant 
store owners, including the big depart- 
ment stores, took action, and, in the 
court of first instance, the bylaw was 
declared ultra vires—beyond the power 
of the city and province. 

It was carried to the Quebec Court of 
Appeal, where by a majority of 3 to 2 
the validity of the bylaw was upheld. 


The store owners carried their fight 
to the Supreme Court, which by 9 to 0 
upheld the court of first instance. 

The reasons given by the judges dif- 
fered in some respects, but on one point 
they were all agreed: Enforcement of 
religious observance has for centuries 
formed a part of English criminal law. 

Under the Quebec Act of 1774 and 
under the British North America Act 
of 1867—Canada’s chief constitutional 
instrument—the criminal law of Eng- 
land becomes the basis of the criminal 
law of Canada and that law lies under 
Dominion jurisdiction. 

The principal opinion was written by 


Justice Gerald Fauteux, an eminent 
member of the French Canadian bar 
before his elevation to the bench. 


It was supported by Justice Tasche- 
reau, the only other French Catholic, 
and by Chief Justice Kerwin, an Eng- 
lish-speaking Catholic, 

It was, moreover, written in such 
sweeping terms that it will be difficult 
if not impossible for the province to 
achieve the end it sought by its 1949 
amendment of the statute of 1894, for 
Justice Fauteux reaffirmed the prin- 
ciple that it is illegal to achieve a pur- 
pose by illegal means, 


He did not question the right of the 
province to regulate store closing and 
opening hours or the number of hours 
per week of work, and so on. 


But when it became obvious that a 
statute sought to close stores in order 
to achieve enforcement of religious ob- 
servance, it trespassed on the Dominion 
legislative power and became ultra 
vires. 

The province had sought to prove to 
the court that it had the right to decree 
holidays. 

This was not denied by the justices. 
It was when.the holidays were clearly 
religious holidays and the closing or- 
dered to keep people from perform- 
ing their normal business duties on feast 
days of obligation that the Dominion as- 
sumed responsibility. 

It also denied a provincial contention 
that, because the Dominion had not en- 
tered a field under its own jurisdiction, 
the province could constitutionally enter 
it. 

This was a blow to Roman Catholic 
hopes, and the tenor of comment in the 
Catholic press is disheartened. 

It also closed the door at one point 
to clerical influence in the country’s 
legislative bodies, particularly in Qué- 
bec, where the church is a massive in- 
fluence in the community's life. 

No appeal from the Supreme Court 
decision is possible. 

One previous decision of the court, 
sharply divided, saw the court appar- 
ently being influenced by the religion 
of the justices. 

It was one of those tiresome and trou- 
blesome casés arising out of the activi- 
ties of the Witnesses of Jehovah. Could 
a city pass a bylaw prohibiting distri- 
bution of tracts by the Witnesses? 

The French Catholic judges and a 
high Anglican said that it could make 
the prohibition. 

The majority of the court, including 
one English Catholic judge. found the 
bylaw ultra vires — though on three 
different grounds.

The title of this novel refers to the

Portrait of a Genius 
CHALLENGE FOR DR. MAYS. by Elizabeth Seifert. 

(Dodd, Mead, 279 pgs.. $2 

She must be well-acquainted with a 
genius. This seems the only logical ex- 
planation for Elizabeth Seifert's surpris- 
ing success in the ticklish matter of 
creating a character who is at once be- 
lievable as a human being, and marked 
as “gifted” by a half-awed, half scandal- 
ized public. Far from the over-harsh, 
seemingly unfeeling picture sometimes 
drawn of such people, by those who do 
not kfiow them well enough to under- 
stand their super-sensitivity, Chad Mays 
is presented very much alive—brusque 
at times perhaps, and hard to live with, 
but a long way from being superhuman 
or subhuman. 

Here is the man who exercises great 
pewers of perception so long as his own 
emotions are not involved, but who, 
once they are, becomes the humblest 
and most confused of humans. Here is 
the gawky young non-conformist who 
crashes the season's fanciest cocktail 
party in dirty khakis and a T-shirt, but 
who flinches and can not wait for his 
answer once he has proposed marriage 
to his beloved. 

Such a living portrait is all the more 
surprising, coming as it does in the 
midst of an otherwise very ordinary sort 
of story. This is not to say that it will 
not hold the reader. It will do so in the 
Same sense as do the hundred or so 
radio serials whose audiences pour over 
them four or five days a week. The 
fact is, there is much here which would 
make highly successful radio material. 

The fascination of a very carefully 
drawn medical setting, the social reform 
element involved in setting up a screen- 
ing clinic and making a go of it, these 
are matters calculated perfectly to cap- 
ture the interest and sympathy of the 
daytime radio audience. This formula 
does not make for earth-shaking litera- 
ture.

He became the 
first mati in the history of the 
division to regain the crown for 
the. second time when he 
knocked out Carl (Bobo) Olson

51 seconds of the second round | 
at the Chicago Stadium last | 


night. 


Robinson, now 35 years old, | 


won the title the first time when 
he knocked out Jake La Motta 
in the Stadium, Feb. 14, 1951, 
in 13 rounds. He lost the cham- 
pionship to Randy Turpin on a 
decision in London, July 10, 
1951, and regained it Sept. 12, 
1951, when he knocked out Tur- 
pin in 10 rounds at the Polo 
Grounds in New York. 

After he failed in an attempt 
to wrest the 175-pound title 
from Joey Maxim, June 25, 


1952, Robinson announced his | 


retirement and. stayed out of 
the ring 31 months until Jan- 
uary of this year when he 
started the comeback which led 
to his triumph last night. 

The victory was a great up- 
set. Olson had been installed as 
a 1-to-4 favorite and these odds 
had lengthened to 1-to-4'2 by 
fight time. The result seemed 
to be popular with the 12,400 
who attended and paid $128,000. 

Ray Still Throws Punch. 

Robitison, always a_ great 
puncher, still had enough of his 
hitting ability to flatten Olson, 
just as Archie Moore did in 
June. It was a flurry of punches, 
starting with a right hand, fol- 
lowed by a left and a straight 
right, ‘which finished the job, 
Olson fell flat on his back, made 
an effort to rise before the 
count of 10 but couldn’t make it. 

It was Robinson's third vic- 
tory overt Olson, His previous 
triumphs were a twelfth-round 
knockout in October, 1950. and 
a decision bn March 13, 1952. 

Bobo, plagued by marital 
troubles, hasn't appeared to be 
himself since Moore knocked 
him out last June.

He 
does not listeh to her—cannot 
concentrate, cannot do his num- 
bers. His attention span is ex- 
tremely short and he even sings 
out loud. 

“His behavior at home is far 
worse. He talks back, he’s rude 
and mean. He whines and cries 
incessantly. 

‘“He’s supposed to practice his 
numbers at home, but he goes 
into terrible tantrums, screams, 
yells, throws things, says he 
can't do them and won't. He 
tears the paper up, breaks the 
pencil, and carries on so much 
and so long that he actually 
makes himself sick.”

SHE CONTINUES: “Our doc- 
tor says he is physically fit— 
a little underweight, but his 
teacher says he is very nervous 
and she does not think he is 
ready for school, 

“There is no kindergarten in 
our school system, so I realize 
that this is a tremendous new 
experience for him, but he just 
won't try. He wants to do things 
his own way, yet he really likes 
school and wants to go. But our 
home life is just dreadful. This 
behavior problem is not entirely 
new— it’s been going on about 
two years. 

“We cannot afford private 
treatment and have no Family 
Service Bureau in our com- 
munity. But I feel that he and 
we, as parents, need guidance.”

Declarer took the trump re- 
turn in his own hand, drew 
East's remaining trump, and 
then led and passed the jack 
of clubs. East won with the 
king and simply exited with a 
club—another correct play. De- 
clarer took in the last club in 
dummy, pitching a diamond 
from his own hand, then cashed 
the spade ace, overtook the 
spade queen and cashed the 
spade jack, discarding a dia- 
mond from dummy. He next 
led the diamond seven to dum- 
my’s king—and East followed 
suit with the three-spot. That 
wrecked the defense. On the
